The residential and visitor vehicular access, therefore, 
should remain on Silverado Drive as proposed, since this 
maintains an orderly flow of traffic from the local 
distributor to the City's arterials thereby obtaining 
maximum utilization from such facilities. Suitable 
allowance has been made for fire truck access from Bloor 
Street. 


It is estimated that the 90 units in this development 
will generate 36 inbound vehicle trips and 18 outbound 
vehicle trips during the p.m. peak hour for a one hour 
total of 54 vehicles.

Assuming a 40:60 split, the additional 32 vehicular 
movements on any one leg during the peak hour should 
not change the basic characteristics of this street. 


The site plan submitted shows provision for 23 visitor 
parking spaces which meets by-law requirements. 
Unfortunately, the tenant parking area will be 
inaccessible to any visitor overflow but if this 

does occur, there is the proposed shopping centre 
adjacent. 


No-parking signs could be erected on Silverado Drive 
but this is considered inadvisable at the present time, 
since it places restrictions on visitors to both the 
townhouses and local homeowners and would be a cause 
of visual pollution. If a problem does arise, this 
could be reconsidered.

Mrs. Audrey «ilson, president cf the Gordon woods Homeowners! Associaticn, has 
asked me to write you with respect to the installation of sanitary sewers cn 
Gordon, Parker, Isabella, Harborn Trail, Breezy Pines and Autumn Ereeze. «xe 
understand they are in the 1976 programme and we thank you for telling us this. 


Virtually, all homeowners have been petitioned to express their views both for 
and against. The results are attached. On the basis of a single vote per home 
£14 of the owners oppose sewers; surely an impressive majority and a clear 
mandate not to fo ahead now or in the foreseeable future. 


No effort was made to persuade home owners to petition for or against. Ny own 
view and that of many people is that those petitioning in favour of sewers did 
so largely because of vast trouble with septic tanks or simply they thought it 

a good idea. Since the view of a minority, however small, should be respected 

we respectfully suggest that the former group could install completely new septic 
systems for considerably less capital than their cost of public sanitary sewers. 


The installation of sewers in this area is an almost complete waste of public and 
private money. Most of the lots are large, the soil is sandy and well drained and 
the water table is relatively high encouraging growth of trees, wild flowers and 
gardens. The capital cost of septic tanks has already been incurred and, properly 
built, maintenance is minimal, a fraction of the cost of installing and connecting 
sewers. Given this kind of terrain septic tanks are wholly sanitary, in fact add 
to the growing capacity of the soil adjacent to the bed. 


“he Cordon Woods area is unique and a very lovely part of Mississauga and should be 
sreserved. Many of the houses are 200 feet from the road and the ohysical and 
potential ecological damage to the land by the needed deep trenching is very real. 
Sewers do have the effect of lowering the water table with foreseeable damage. 


Apoet from this aspect we have had estimates as high as $4,500.00 at some homes to 
comnect and nerlorm some of the needed alterations at the house itself. 


The view of over 20% of the residents is that sewer facilities will only be 
installed by bureaucratic decree as being"the right thing to do" or by pressure

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In very simple language we are asking yours and council's support not to spend our 
own and public funds (surely a scarce commodity) on something a clear ma jority 
neither wants or needs.

SUSPENDED INDEFINITELY 


OTTAWA, July 3, 1975 -- As part of the government's effort 
to restrain spending, further action under the Canadian Urban 
Demonstration Program is suspended indefinitely, with a 
savings of close to one hundred million dollars, over five years, 
Honourable Barney Danson, Minister of State for Urban Affairs, 
announced today. 

Mr. Danson said in a statement that the 14 urban demonstra- 
tion proposals already announced by him will go forward as planned. 

Nearly 200 other proposals, at various stages of examination, 
will not be proceeded with and will be returned to the sponsors. 

"I deeply regret the necessity of returning these proposals 
in the preparation of which so much effort was expended" Mr. Danson 
said. “The imagination and, in many cases, expense that went into the 
proposals need not be totally wasted. Other sources may well be found 
by the sponsors to implement them. It would, however, be unrealistic 
to build expectations of federal acceptance in view of the government's 
determination to roll back spending. It has been a difficult decision, 
but on the basis of priorities and the saving of close to $100,000,000, 
I regretfully suspend this program for the foreseeable future." 

In doing so, Mr. Danson expressed special appreciation to 
Dr. Kenneth Hare and members of the CUDP Advisory Committee for the 
expert and dedicated service they have provided.

Also included in the tender was the 12 inch watermain cross- 
ing at Argyle Road for the future benefit of the Region's system, 
which would circumvent the need to tunnel the new highway at a later 
date. The low tender for this work was submitted by Mecca Industries 
and upon investigation it has been determined that this company has 
not had any experience in watermain construction and there is consid- 
erable doubt as to his ability to obtain a performance bond. 


A second low tender, which was submitted by Keyway Construction, 

would exceed the estimated cost and as the road contractor urgently 
requires the watermain reconstruction to be completed it is 

recommended that no award be made for this tender. It is also 
recommended that the road contractor, Warren Bitulithic Limited, be 
asked to provide prices for the work and if prices are not satisfactory 
that the work be performed by Regional forces.“

The Technical Support Section has received the results of 
the chemical analysis of the watez sauple taken from the 
Credit River and i am attaching a copy of sane for your 
information. 


The results confirm our suspicion that the foaming in the 
Credit River was not caused by an input of detergent. The 
foaming is probably caused by natural decomposition of 
vegetation. Some by-products of vegetation decomposition 

loosen the surface tension of the water molecules and 
the agitation of the stream water as it flows will produce 
some foaming. te do not consider the foaming in the Credit 
River as a problem.

Program to seek financial assistance from the City of “Mississauga. 


™he Port Credit After-Four Program is designed to offer 
worthwhile activities after school for children and operates every 
Tuesday and Thursday during the school year at Riverside Public 
School. W“e are quite proud of the fact that we are entering our 
fifth year in offering this service to the community particularly 
in light of the fact that this program has been organized, directed 
and staffed by volunteers - teen-agers, mothers and senior citizens. 
Last year we had 138 children registered in the program and an 
average attendance of 60 children per day. Last year, 4 variety of 
activities were offered such as Arts & Crafts, wood-working, 
gymnastics, floor hockey, knitting, creative play and special events. 
Children pay 4 nominal fee of 25¢ per day or a family rate of 40¢ for 
two children or 50¢ for three children or more. Our philosophy 
dictates such a low fee as one of our objectives is to provide 
recreation for children no matter what the family's economic situation. 


In the past, we have received financial assistance from 
the Town of Port Credit and last year a grant from the Citv of 
Mississauga of $350.00. This year due to increased costs of craft 
supplies and wages to our crossing guard, who we employ everv evening 
the program operates in order to ensure safety for the children 
crossing Lakeshore Road, we are reauesting your consideration for a 
grant of $400.09.

OBSERVATIONS ON PROPOSED PLAN - 


While I appreciate this is a conception only, the following comments are 
submitted: 


1. Glatt Road is narrow and would require a road widening to 66 feet. 

2. Mississauga Road road widening 10 feet. 

3. Sidewalks would be required on Mississauga Road. 

4. Park dedication would be cash as existing park already on Springbank Road. 
5. Robin Drive as shown will be Fowler Drive and not in location shown. 


CONCLUSION AND FINAL ESTIMATE - 


The road widenings as suggested above would possibly reduce somewhat the number 
of lots. The side yards under Rl in Mississauga are 6 and 14 feet - leaving a 
lot of 55 feet to build a fairly large home which is just not feasible. No 
doubt some of the Park land could be adjusted. Possibly a single family 
condominium with 40 foot roads would solve the problem. 


It would appear that lot values in this-area range from 45to 50 thousand at this 
time with the best comparable being 2240 Mississauga Road where (16) lots were 
sold on Apl. 15/75 for $ 46,000. each. However, taking into consideration the 
scarcity of Rl lots at this time, inflation and a time factor to allow for 
selling, it is my opinion that the subject lots would have an estimated value of 
about $ 48,000. per lot. . , 


Based on the above - the subject 41 fully serviced Rl lots would have a retail 
value as of July 10th, 1975, of 41 lots at $ 48,000. or One Million Nine Hundred 
& Sixty Eight Thousand ($ 1,968,000.)

Thank you for your letter indicating your 
Council's endorsement of the Association of 
Municipalities of Ontario's resolution expressing 
concern over the proposed Hydro rate increase. 


As you may know by now, recent events have 
significantly altered the circumstances surrounding 
Hydro's request for a 29.7% rate increase. 


On Monday, July 7, 1975 my colleague, the 
Hon. W. Darcy McKeough, the Provincial Treasurer, 
outlined further new initiatives on the part of the 
Government of Ontario to combat inflation and 
unemployment. Included in the Treasurer's remarks 
was an indication to Ontario Hydro that the government 
expects them to follow the lead set by our 
administration. 


Specifically, Hydro was asked to trim their 
administrative costs by 10% -- 4 level comparable to 
all government ministries and agencies. In addition, 
Hydro is expected to cut their capital budget by at 
least $1 billion. 


Ontario Hydro has responded positively to 
the government's policy directives. First Hydro has 
frozen all hiring for a sixty day period. During this 
time the Corporation will review all of their programs 
to find the best ways to meet the government's policy 
directions. Secondly, Hydro will submit new figures 
to the Ontario Energy Board in early August to show 
now they intend to cut their costs. The Energy Board 
will take these new figures into account before sending 
their recommendations to the government this fall.

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I am confident that these initiatives by 
the government and by Hydro will result in a moderation 
of the rate increase to apply in January 1976. 


In the long term, it is equally important 
that every possible effort be expended to control the 
growing demand for electricity. Although very little 
can be done to stop increases in Hydro's costs for 
labour, fuels and construction; the Provincial 
Government, Ontario Hydro, municipal utilities, 
municipal councils and individual consumers do have 
a role to play in reducing to a minimum their need for 
future growth in the electrical generating system. 

In this way we will be able to further reduce the 
level of additional funds required to maintain a 
reliable system. 


As I have said, I am confident that our 
policy initiatives will have the effect of moderating 
the electricity rate increase. 

Thank you for sharing your concerns with me.

TO THE HEAD OF COUNCIL: 


As you know, in recent years, municipalities 
have been inclined to make revisions to audited financial 
reports long after they were published to gain varying 
advantages from unconditional grants. You will appreciate 
that such changes can have a bearing on grant entitlements 
for a number of years and cause disproportionate adminis- 
trative costs both for yourself and the Province. In the 
case of such changes for upper-tier municipalities this 
problem is further magnified because of the repercussions 
on all related lower-tier municipalities. 


In my July Mini-Budget, I emphasized the need 
for cost cutting at all levels of government and, 
specifically, I introduced large reductions in Ontario 
Government spending. An important component of these 
reductions was aimed at greater efficiency in administra- 
tion. Within this context, I have decided to limit the 
period during which local governments can revise their 
published financial reports for grant purposes. This 
limitation will allow municipalities to make such revisions 
to their 1974 Financial Reports until December 31, 1975 
only. Similarly, municipalities wouid only have until 
December 31, 1976 to revise their 1975 Financial Reports for 
purposes of changing their unconditional grants entitlements.

296) there is a small shopping centre, while 

to the east on lands zoned R3, there are 
detached dwellings fronting on Sheppard Avenue. 
Lands to the south on the opposite side of the 
proposed King Street extension arc zoned RM/DS 
Section 208 and are developed for apartment 
purposes, while to the west, on the opposite 
Side of HMurontario Street lands are zoned DC

With cespect to soning, the proposal is in

In 
addition, the applicant has requested two 
variances to the AC zone requirements: a front 
yard setback of 26 feet for a canopy over the 
pump, islands jastead of the required 60 feet, 
and a ceduction in the side yard, applicable 

to the proposed lubrication building from 35 
feet to 16 feet. The proposed yariance for 

the canopy setback 1s typical of self-serve 
service stations, and is required because the 
canopy is regarded as a building by the Build- 
ing Department; it has been granted many times 
before through the Committee of Adjustment. 

The sethack variance for the lubrication 
building is required here to allew good traffic 
circulation on the narrow part of the site in | 
front of the building.
